not encompass these who have 
‘paid the price of victory with 
their young lives, those who will, 
for life, bear the marks of battle 
in broken bodies and seared minds, 
‘those who kneel beside us to offer 
the sacrifice of their own bereave-

yond his or any other man’s pos- 
sible expectations no matter what 
the odds may be. 


It was on March 6th that our 
company and Bill’s platoon began a 
large push toward the battle for 
Iwo. We hadn’t gained too much 
when we became caught in heavy 
artillery and machine gun fire 
pinning us down to a complete 
stop. We spent better than a day 
in that same position, All that 
time, your brother along with two 
other men were trying to locate 
the machine gun and other em- 
placements holding us up. Early 
in the morning of the second day, 
March 8th; Bill and the group 
spotted the trouble. Under Bill’s 
direction and on their own ini- 
tiative, Bill and his two buddies 
moved foreward in front of our 
lines to wipe out the enemy’s po- 
sitions. These positions were such 
that only by sheer (excuse me) 
guts and cool thinking could they 
possible be reached. Then, - not 
over one man could possibly make 
it. They moved out in a frontal 
assault paying no heed to the dan- 
gers they were exposing them- 
selves to. Bill’s two buddies were 
hit, one killed immediately but Bill 
still moved forward. He moved 
until he got to the enemy’s posi- 
tions and destroyed all fire coming 
from it, but he failed to notice 


he destroyed. Believe me, it was 
no mistake on his part. He saw 
the new position but was too late. 
You wanted me to be frank with 
you. Frank I will be. He started 
for the second position .but was 
cut down just a few feet from it. 
Bill never knew what hit him. 
There was no suffering or pain, I 
know. We moved up immediately 
after he had knocked out the gun 
doing all the damage. I helped 
put him on a stretcher. He looked 
as if he were asleep and actually 
I thought he wasn’t hurt too bad 
until I noticed the clean hole from 
a bullet.. By his action, the lives 
of many men were saved and the 
battle for that historic island was 
made shorter at less cost. 


Please try to bear with me, 
Lioba, that as I am writing this 
to you, I am reliving every minute, 
every second of that gruesome 
horrible battle.

The readers of a paper must 
have as much freedom as the pub- 
lisher or editor, and evidently they 
patronize the paper or periodical 
for “truth” in the news, as well as 
in articles which the editor accepts 
for publication. 

During the war falsehoods and

Morally speaking, of course, de- 
liberate publicizing of calumnies 
and falsehoods, whether by German 
or Russian or British or American 
Offices of Propaganda, or by the 
press of any of these nations, is 
wrong.

attacks which because of their vile- 
ness may not be described. Josefa 
Anguita, step-daughter of Angel 
Pestana, was accused of having 
burned alive a priest after soaking 
him with gasoline.

The militian- 
ess, Constanza Saez, mutilated 
horribly the corpses of the officers 
murdered at Guadalajara. Josefa

‘Greatest Discovery’ 


The discovery of methods of har- 
nessing and releasing atomic en- 
ergy has been called the greatest 
scientific advance in history.

These little punks who aim to 
become big shots (by foul means) 
seldom figure in the scandal angle. 
They'll never know fully, till the 
Last Judgment what harm they’ve 
done to former buddies. Right 
now—today—as smutfacé retails 


his scum “just to provoke a little | 


fun,” 
on the edge of the crowd, terrifical- 
ly tempted and trying hard,—and 
this “funny” story is just enough 
to start a train of dirty thoughts 
or filthy desires—and the kid top- 
ples.

Suggested Remedies 


Away from the refining presence 
of mothers and sisters and girl- 
friends, boys at boarding-school and 
young men in the Service can all 
too easily become careless in their 
habits of speech. 

In 1937 when 3,000 Notre Dame 
men were asked to think about 
the subject, they gave novel and 
practice suggestions to cure these 
bad habits of the tongue. 

The principal remedy they pro- 
posed is to think before speaking. 
Next most-mentioned help is, they 
said, “constant reminders.” Other 
aids: “friendly reproof,” “fine self 
each time,” “improve vocabulary,” 
“devotion to Our Lady,” “ridicule,” 
“stress bad taste and bad effect on 
audience,” “ejaculatory prayer after 
each offense,” “frequent Holy Com- 
munion,” “think of God within,” 
and “organize a ‘slug club.’ ” 


Quoting The Students 


Some of the particular sayings 
that stood out in the 1937 report 
are worth quoting now: 


“I have pictures of Jesus and 
Mary on the wall; these help 
some.” 

“Ask: ‘Why don’t you pray in 
Church’? when bad language is 
used. This gets them.” 

“Kick them in the pants.” 

“Think of slapping Christ in 
the face.” 

“We have a ‘kitty’ in our room 
and pay five cents for bad lan- 
guage. It works well.”

There is a posteard at hand, mailed from Oakland, Calif.

“Why is it that a batter who has been up 48 times and 
made 12 hits for an average of .400 doesn’t have as big an 
average as a man who has been up at bat 46 times and has 


made seven hits for an average of 
.657. This is something we can’t 
figure out, and so we decided to 
write to you about it.” 


After that jam I got into last 
winter when I presented that “dol- 
lar problem,” I made a_ solemn 
pledge that I’d never again get 
into mathematics in this column; 
I can get puzzled enough when I 
stay in my own racket. But my 
young friend out in Oakland has 
got himself into a little jam that 
even I can straighten out, and so 
I’ll help him, hoping that none of 
you mathematicians find a flaw in 
my simple arithmetic. 


He’s in trouble because he 
probably knows less about figures 
than I do. That’s quite an insult 
to the young man’s intelligence, 
and I hope he doesn’t get mad 
about it. But, in figuring out 
batting averages he’s going 
about it backwards, if I may 
use such a term. He’s dividing 
the number of times at bat by 
the number of hits made, which 
would give him the two wrong 
averages he arrived at in his 
figuring—.400 and .657. The 
young man should divide the 
number of hits made by the num- 
ber of times at bat. Thus, with 
a man at bat 48 times making 
12 hits, his average is .250, not 
400. A man making only seven 
hits in 46 times at bat is hitting 
.152, not .657. Divide the num- 
ber of base hits made by the 
number of times at bat, son, not 
the other way around. That’s 
what Ol “Einstein” Costin says, 
lad; that’s what he says right 
here.
